We hear much 
about organization in this commercial 
age in which .we 
live. It has been 
said, “For the chil- 
dren of this world 
are in their genera- 
tion wiser than 
the children’ of 
light.” Luke 16:8.

foresight; but 
surely our minis- 
ters and leaders 
must realize that they need the ability 
to organize. Are you able to analyze a 
situation, to plan ahead, and to get peo- 
ple to working together? 

The ability to organize requires per- 
spective. It requires clear thinking, not 
of personal magnetism, or something 
equally vague. An analysis of organizing 
ability reveals the fact that it is applied 
by, first, getting a clear mental picture 
cf what is to be done and of how it is to 
be done, and then by getting into the 
mind of each person who is to help in do- 
ing this that section of the picture which 
is to concern his or her efforts. 

During the World War (No. 1) Her- 
bert Hoover, a man who pictured the 
job to be done and how it was to be done, 
was almost automatically appointed to 
the job of chairmansh'p of the Amerizan 
Relief Commission in London. These men 
could not do the actual work themselves, 
even with fifteen or sixteen working 
hours in their day; but their hours and 
energy were spent in cutting up the bg 
picture into little pieces and distributing 
the little pieces to others to follow up 
and carry through. 

Organizing ability is a matter of 
schooling one’s self to stand off and get 
a clear picture of every job one tackles, 
and of deciding just how it is to be 
handled or performed before a move is 
made. 

The various tasks can be assigned with 
greater definiteness and the whole per- 
formance can be controlled more intelli- 
gently. Ten minutes spent in organizing 
a job in one’s mind will often save many 
hours, or days, or weeks, or even years

of other people’s time on the job. 
Supervision—to get things done right, 
to get other people to carry your plans 
through to completion and do this in an 
eff.cient manner—that is supervision. 
There is no simple method for develop- 
ing greater capacity for supervision. By 
developing tact, diplomacy, personal 
salesmanship, self-control, enthusiasm, de- 
cisiveness, init.ativeness, persistence, re- 
sponsibleness, the ability to delegate re- 
sponsibilities, capacity for cooperation, 
and organizing ability, one develops auto- 
matically and unconsciously greater abil- 
ity to supervise your church, your Sun- 
day school, your Y. P. E., or your Will- 
ing Workers’ Band, which, when it is 
working well, reminds one of beautifully 
working machinery that is timed in pre- 
cision to a ten thousandeth of an inch— 
everything mechanically perfect. My, 
how the machinery hums! It sets up 
musical reverberations which are heard 
throughout all the efficient plant clear 
to the superintendent’s office, where the 
results are recorded in the form of the 
medium of exchange, known as money. 
In the case of your church, Sunday 
school, Y. P. E., or Ladies Willing Work- 
ers’ Band, the beautiful order sets up 
beautiful reverberations of the eternal 
will of God, blending with the heaven- 
ly music, and resulting in the glorious 
accomplishments for which Jesus was 
willing to give His life, His all. But the 
machinery, if not properly organized or 
supervised—for instance, if the govern- 
ors are too light—will not be very satis- 
factory, the machine runs away with it- 
self and destroys its usefulness. If the gov- 
ernors are too heavy, the machine wili 
not run sufficiently fast to carry the 
load; and thus, the purpose is defeated. 
So it is with our people. If we load 
those who are capable of doing the work 
with just what they should have, we can 
see the greatest efficiency in their serv- 
ice. If we overload them, they w.ll bear 
down under the weight. If they are not 
given enough to do, (our young people, 
especially) they will do something, and it 
might be the wrong thing. But if their 
time is properly supervised, they will 
have less time for mischief, discourage- 
ment, despondency, and the hindering 
causes that are so common to them. 
Pastor, if you really want to develop 
your church to a real working church, 
remember that you must give your peo- 
ple working with you (1) _ responsi- 
bility, (2) the authority which belongs 
with it, and (3) credit for results. These 
are important factors that must not be 


overlooked. 

Mr. W. W. Atterbury, president of 
the great Pennsylvania railroad system, 
said, “A good executive realizes that the 
best bossing is the least bossing.” He 
said that he never snoops over his men’s 
shoulders or stands over them with the 
stop watch. He first outlines what he 
wants done and leaves the job with 
them. This method followed from the top 
all through an organization develops a 
sense of honor and inspires men_ to 
throw their whole vitality into their 
work. 

The executive, the preacher, the leader, 
who would develop his subordinates, 
must give them real responsibilities and 
due authority and credit for the results 
they get. Our leader should recognize the 
fact that many of our people have not 
had the advantages of higher schooling 
and general training for work of such 
great importance. Nevertheless, they are 
the ones with whom you must work; 
and because you do not have such thor- 
oughly capable, well-trained persons to 
do the various parts of the work you 
wish done in your respective fields of 
labor, remember it is your responsibility 
to help develop to the best efficiency 
possible, workers from these various 
groups in your church, for it is from 
our churches, our Sunday schools, our 
Y. P. E’s that our capable ministers and 
prominent workers of tomorrow will be 
found. 

I wish to add, right here is one of the 
greatest fields, in my opinion, that the 
Church of God has, that is in developing 
its own true, blood-bought, born-again 
children of God, making of them soul- 
winners and laborers in this great work 
of the Church. The pastor who is a real 
leader understands clearly the basic inter- 
ests of those under him and w.ll show 
them that by going in the direction he 
points, they are most certain to get what 
they want in the accomplishment, in 
train'ng for more efficient service. Pas- 
cor, it is your duty to supervise the study 
for your people. Think of the short time 
our people study the Word of God, only 
thirty minutes a week, in Sunday school, 
when the children have hours each day 
to study in the schoolroom. Then think 
of the small portion of the Word that is 
read in the home with that part that is 
preached is about all that our people ever 
get. Therefore one should be very care- 
ful in supervising the training for our 
children, for you are not only training 
them to carry on their work for the pres- 
ent time but you are developing charac- 
ter, stamina of spiritual life and confi- 
dence in the Church and its ministry, 
men and women of tomorrow who will 
feel the great respons.bility to carry on 
this work.

HOW EDUCATION WORKS

In speaking of the same order of the ministry, Paul tells 
Timothy in 1 Tim. 3:6, relative to ordaining, “Not a novice, 
lest being 1 fted up with pride he fall into condemnation of 
the devil.” Weymouth’s Translation says, “He ought not to be 
a new convert for fear he should be blinded with pride and 
come under the same condemnation as the devil. It is much 
easier for those who are beginners to become lifted with pride 
than these who have been seasoned through the years by age 
and exper'ence. 

I am reminded of a young minister, ordained as bishop more 
than twenty years ago, who immediately after his ordination 
was to pecform a ceremony. In his concluding remarks ke 
said, “Ey authority of the I’cense held in my hand and my 
position as a bishop in the Church of God, I pronounce you 
husband and wife.” Ten years later that same minister said, 
when performing a ceremony, “By authority of the license he'd 
in my hand,” etc., “and my pos:tion as a minister of the 
Church, I pronounce you husband and wife.” 

Usually the younger and smaller one is, the larger and more 
seasoned he feels and vice versa. 

The story appears in Believe It or Not of a king over a tiny 
kingdom in Malaysia, the sultan of Perak, who signs his name 
as follows: 

King of kings, Brought to Earth by Adam, The God whose

I am reminded of a young minister, 
who upon receiving an appointment to 
his first charge as pastor, had letter- 
heads printed which took up approxi- 
mately a fifth of the sheet upon which

house which He Himself has designed. 

It was the Apostle Paul in 1 Cor. 3: 
9 who said, “For we are labourers together with God: ye are 
God’s husbandry; ye are God’s bu'lding.” Since the Church, 
to whom Paul was speaking, was God’s building, then the !a- 
bourers of which he was speaking were evidently the build- 
ers. The other builder which Paul refers to in the “we” was the 
great man Apollos, and he plainly declares that they, he and 
Apollos, each had his specific work to do in the building. 

If great buildings are to be builded they must have technical 
experts in charge, men who know. If the building is to be a 
seasoned building, the builders are to be seasoned bu lders, es- 
pecially those who are to have charge, for Paul referred to him- 
self as a masterbuilder. When writing to Titus, Titus 1:5, he 
said, “For this cause I left thee in Crete, that thou shouldest 
set in order the thirgs that are wanting, and ordain elders in 
every city, as I had appointed thee.” This does not mean that 
Titus was to ordain people and make elders out of them, but 
rather he was to ordain elders and make bishops of them. Verse 
7, “For a bishop must be blameless, as the steward of God; not 
self-willed,” etc. The word “elder” comes from the Greek 
word which means “older,” cr in other words, “‘not a novice,” 
but one who is well seasoned only should be orda‘ned as a bishop 
or a masterbuilder to help build the house. 
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they were printed. To add to this a tiny 
engraving of his own likeness appeared 
in the corner. In twenty years he had become a success and the 
letterheads were of three lines. And so it is that the real build- 
ex needs to be ripened and seasoned through education and ex- 
perience. If the man is to be a leader, education and experi- 
ence will so season him that he will be possessed with a hu- 
m.lity which God can use, for God has always chosen those 
who have been so clothed. This has been clearly illustrated in 
the lives of Bible leaders. When the time for anointing came, 
David was tending his flock, Saul was hidden in the stuff, and 
Gideon was h'dden behind the winepress. So that is the way it 
works, 

In the words of James, the first general moderator of the 
Church of God, “God resisteth the proud but giveth grace to 


tke humble,” James 4:6.

These words will be found in Ephe- 
sians 5:32; and in Genesis 1:1 we find 
the following words: “In the beginning 
God created the heaven and the earth.” 
Our Creator gave special attention to 
beginnings, to getting 
a right start. He knew 
that His program in 
the world, which He 
was to bring into ex- 
istence, could be re- 
alized only by careful 
and wise planning. 
The Church of God, 
too, understands that 
a right beginning is es- 
sential to the success 
it hopes to achieve; and to this end state 
ministers’ conferences are called at the 
beginning of this Assembly year, for it is 
in these conferences that the state pro- 
grams are arranged and adopted, also ways 
and means approved for carrying them 
out. Then, too, these meetings provide a 
two-day school for workers—yes, a 
schooling in the eight main branches of 
the activities of the Church; namely, mis- 
sions, education, publishing interest, Sun- 
day schools, Y. P. E’s, care of aged and 
d‘sabled ministers, 2nd also ministers’ 
widows, the orphanage, and the Willing 
Workers’ Band. They study these several 
departments in detail and come to a fuller 
understanding of their usefulness to the 
Church and to a sick world; and, of 
course, the clearer vision our people have 
of the work of the Church, the greater is 
their appreciation of it and the happier 
are they in their endeavors to see that its 
every department prospers. 





We realize that the general, state, and 
local interests are interdependent upon 
the other, and that state and local pro- 
gress is equally or even more important 
than the general, for the general in no- 
wise could carry on without the good will 
and support of the state and local work. 
Not one missionary project can survive 
except it do so by the support of the 
state and the local churches. The purr of 
the electric motors would hush and the 
wheels of printing presses would stop 
should not the state and local churches 
furnish the means to keep them turning. 
The indebtedness over the orphanage 
would go unpaid, and the children would 
be left homeless without a place to pillow 
their heads and with no opportunities for 
education. Soon, too, the doors of the 
Home would close, were it not for the 
constant care and sacrifice manifested by 
the states and the local churches. The 
prosperity of the Bible School and its 
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survival depend entirely upon the states 
and the local churches. Then we look 
into our general offices and find that we, 
as much so as any others, are wholly re- 
lying on the states and the local churches 
for our care. Without their good will we 
would have no need of decks, files, tele- 
phones, or other necessary office supplies. 


Therefore these conferences show their 
value to the general, state, and local work, 
by considering and approving that which 
is for the highest general good of all these 
departments, and also by considering ways 
and means for better care of each and 
every member, as well as planning how to 
obtain their financial support. After all, 
it is the individuals who bear the finan- 
cial burdens of the Church. 

Another purpose of the conferences is 
to help these members to realize and ap- 
preciate the fact that each one has a share 
in an institution, the founder and head of 
which declares that even the gates of 
hell shall not prevail against it, and also 
te see that its future progress hangs upon 
the cooperative and combined efforts of 
all, and so does their happiness. 

Our first conference for this Assembly 
year was held in 

Ohio 

The “Buckeye,” not “Big Eye,” state, 
and the host church was that of Middle- 
town, with M. J. Headley as pastor. A 
splendid job of entertaining delegates was 
done. The business was taken up, con- 
sidered, and approved in as fine atmos- 
phere of love, unity, and unselfishness as 
could be exvected, such as would inspire 
any reasonable heart to praise and pledge. 
Measures were well planned, and the mat- 
ters approved all seemed to say, “Go for- 
ward.” Ohio had one of its best years 
last year. Their building program was and 
is outstanding. Some of as fine churches 
as the Church can boast of are near com- 
pletion. The ministers there understand 
the meaning of cooperation and the value 


‘of its practice, and they come as near 


enjoying its benefits as any people I 
know. Brother E. C. Clark, the state over- 
seer, along with the ministerial body of 
the state, is highly esteemed by the laity; 
and the good will which they enjoy with 
the public means much to the Church in 
that section.

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A Motor Trip Where Cars Had 
Never Begn 





HO can resist the compelling 
charm and magnetism of Mexico’s 
glorious tropics? Here, along both coasts 
Nature has outdone herself, gilding her 
lilies and orchids and gardinias and tropi- 
cal plants in one great splurge of beauty. 
. Go to these tronics, loaf in the tonic 
air, saturate vourself in the blood-stirring 
fragrance which fills the air and clings 
to everything.” So write the tourist 
guides about tropical Mexico. And they 
are right. One could speak in glowing 
terms of picturesque Mexican villages. of 
equally picturesaue natives, with their 
auaint wavs, their old world customs, 
(yes, and costumes) handed down from 
an ancient civilization, of silvery moun- 
tain streams pouring down through 
rugged mountains and deep canyons cov- 
ered with most unbelievable tropical 
beauty; of vorceous flowers and many- 
hued tronical birds and flocks of par- 
rots chattering in the tronical trees or 
flying in noisy V-shaped formation to 
distant trees: of sleeny Mexican palm- 
hut villaces hidden in the trees at the 
edee of wide rivers—and all of these 
thines are true. For this is what the tour- 
ist sees, traveline over paved roads and 
stonpine in good hotels. 

But the missionary sees something 
else. His trail leads him far from the 
tourist roads. He travels through the 
same beautiful tronics. and if possible, 
even more beautiful. But he drives his 
car at three and four miles an hour over 
roads that a mn has no business driving 
a car on at all. He enters these pictur- 
esque palm huts to spend the night, and 
sleeps on a grass mat, rubs the eternal 
smoke from the fire out of his eyes, eats 
strange and hardly digestible food, pre- 
pared, often, by careless and dirty people, 
waving numerous flies away while he 
eats.‘ He fights mosquitoes and scratches 
chigeers and gets tropical bugs under 
his skin which lay eggs and form an ever- 
growing, black-appearing sore. But it is 
all glorious fun, for he is telling these 
poor honest souls about the love and sav- 
ing power of Jesus. He is helping to have 
them baptized, and in many cases legally 
married, while their chubby-faced, black- 
eyed children look on in unknowing won- 
derment. He enjoys the consciousness of 
being the first white, often, to visit these 
parts, and of being really out in the front- 
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line trenches for Jesus. Word spreads 
rapidly to far distant tropical rancheros, 
that the Church of God white man has 
come, and Mexicans and Indians, a few 
just as white as the American, but most 
of them dark, arrive in great numbers. 
They sing with great earnestness and 
joy, and listen far into the night to the 
message that never grows old. 

We recently hitched up the old Chev- 
rolet and drove him into parts of Mex- 
ico where, they told me, a car had never 
before been seen. The story of how we 
finally got out is a long one, and the 
only one, as far as we are concerned, that 
will ever be written, for next time we 
will drive our car over paved highway 
300 miles to the port of Vera Cruz, take 
a small coastwise boat from there up the 
coast to the river, take the river boat as 
far as we can go up the river, and take 
horseback from there as far as the horses 
can go, and finish up on mountain goats. 
Or anyway that is the way it seems to 
one who has been in there with a car. But 
we guess we can ride to the finish line on 
the horses—if we don’t get finished first. 
For it is not the easiest thing in the world 
for a fat, city-softened missionary to 
ride numerous miles over rough, narrow 
trails on horseback, with every jolt an 
irritating pain and with underbrush 
slapping one’s face at every unguarded 
moment. 

We drove east and northeast from 
Mexico City over paved highways for 
some 200 miles, and made the trip quick- 
ly and easily. Then our sign directed us 
off the highway in the middle of a high 
plateau, semi-desert valley. It was a one- 
track dirt and sand road, plenty bumpy 
and little traveled by cars. On either side 
were some three or four hundred acres of 
wheat, being harvested, believe it or not, 
by a swarm of Mexican laborers armed 
with not more modern tools than the an- 
cient curved hand sickle. The man 
would gather a handful of wheat, slash 
it at the base with his knife, lay it aside 
in a pile and grasp the next handful. 
The wheat field and the paved highway 
we had recently left, were as modern as 
any in America, but the method of har- 
vest was as ancient as the Bible. We also 
witnessed on the same road, a smaller 
farmer treading out his stack of wheat 
with a team of oxen. He stood in the 
center holding a rope to the oxen near- 
est, and drove the patient, plodding ani-

mals in a slow circle, tromping 
spread-out wheat. After some twenty 
miles the road led into pine-covered 
mountains. Here the going was a little 
better, as the ground was hard, except 
that in places it was cut for blocks 
through sharp volcanic rock formation, 
which eats at the tires like termites at 
wood. 

Rounding a turn we left the pines be- 
hind and gazed out over another valley 
of most unbelievable tropical beauty. It 
was a drop of some 3,000 feet from the 
plateau valley above to the bottom of 
the valley into which we were looking. 
Cloud-shrouded mountain peaks cast va- 
ried shadows over the dark green of rich 
tropical growth, and in the far distance 
the sun glittered on the sharp spires and 
white towers of a large Catholic temple, 
half hidden in the clouds. One did not 
have to’ stretch the imagination much to 
believe he were gazing over a medieval 
scene of European valleys and mountains 
and feudal castle. 

From here the road dropped steadily 
and grew steadily worse, for nearly a hun- 
dred miles, following a roaring mountain 
stream which gradually grew into a large 
quiet river in the ocean-level lowlands in 
the far distance. The entire trip was 
through mountains and narrow valleys 
richly blanketed with a heavy under- 
growth and huge trees bearing a great 
variety of too sweet tropical fruits. Ferns 
grew as large as small palm trees, large 
brightly-hued butterflies and _ tropical 
birds flitted everywhere—and the car 
bounced and groaned and dragged center 
through deep rain-filled ruts and numer- 
ous deep holes. 

We reached Martinez De Los Torres, 
a picturesque Mexican village of some 
4,000 souls, at the foot of the moun- 
tains, late in the evening, and spent a 
fairly peaceful night in a fairly decent 
hotel, undisturbed—except by very hos- 
pitable mosquitoes and chattering Mexi- 
can maids, who chattered and sang us 
to sleep in the patio in front of our door 
late at night, and chattered and sang us 
awake at five in the morning as they 
went about their morning work of sweep- 
ing the ground, scrubbing the sidewalk in 
the patio and washing clothes. After 
washing and changing clothes and eating 
a Mexican supper, we visited our first 
church in these parts. It was located at

While staying in Wallace, Idaho, on 
our trip West, we were very glad for an 
experience we had. On a Saturday night 
with our overseer, Brother John E. Doug- 
las, present, an opportunity was given 
for converts to present themselves for 
membership. We were pleasantly sur- 
prised to see a young man step out in the 
uniform of the U. S. Army. This young 
man, Corp. Dale Bloyed, Co. D, 7th Inf., 
Fort Lewis, Wash., had been saved a short 
time before and had proven his worth, 
not only to be in the army of his country 
but also in the army of the Lord. He ap- 
pears in the center of the above picture. 
He has, since his conversion, made appli- 
cation for a transfer to the ambulance 
corps so he can serve others physically 
and spiritually, yet not engage in com- 
batant service. 

The next morning there were two more 
men in un‘form present and upon invi- 
tation Sgt. Milton Geer, Hq. Sq. Second 
Air Force, Fort George Wright, Spokane, 
Wash., also stepped out to join the ranks 
of the Church of God. He is the man at 
the left of the picture. 

Upon inquiry, I learned that the third 
man, Pvt. James O. Sager, Hq. Sq. Sec- 
ond Air Force, Fort George Wright, Spo- 
kane Wash., was also a member of the 
Church of God at Wallace, Idaho. These 
young men are a fine example of God’s 
sav'ng grace and keeping power and a 
tribute to the faithful work of the Wal- 
lace pastor, Mrs. Katherine Blom.

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“Simon, I have somewhat to say unto 
thee,” Luke 4:40. 


Let us substitute our own name for 
Simon’s and read this verse again. “I 
have somewhat to say unto thee.”

Spirit regardless of how, when and 
through whom He works. 

Rom. 8:7, “Because the carnal mind 
is enmity against God: for it is not sub- 
ject to the law of God, neither indeed can 
be.” Here again the word “carnal” means 
“fleshly.” The Revised Version reads, 
“Because the mind of the flesh is enmity 
against God, for it is not subject to the 
law of God, neither indeed can be.” The 
correctness of this version is proven by 
the 8th verse which reads, “So then they 
that are in the flesh cannot please God.” 
Since the inclinations of the natural man 
are not in complete conformity with 
the Spirit, but are brought into sub- 
jection to the Spirit through the faith 
of the individual, it remains that the 
child of God must refrain from follow- 
ing his natural inclinations and conform 
to the spiritual leadings. 

Nothing is said in either of these 
scriptures about individuals being enemies 
of God. In the first one cited, those to 
whom Paul is writing are referred to as 
babes in Christ and Christ would cer- 
tainly not be an enemy of his faith; but 
since the natural spirit, or fleshly spirit, 
if followed, leads into partiality and 
jealousy, it is at enmity with the Spirit 
of God which promotes love and fellow- 
ship. 

Question: Where in the Bible can I 
find that it is wrong to use rouge, lip- 
stick, powder and other make-up? Please 
answer in the Question Box.—Miss M. W. 

Answer: The question of dress is one 
that has been greatly stressed by holiness 
people and it is altogether fitting that it 
should be; not from the base and immoral 
standpoint from which many judge it, but 
rather from what God’s Word has to 
say about it. In Paul’s writing, 1 Tim. 
2:8, 9, he made an expression of his de- 
sire like this, “I will therefore that men 
pray every where, lifting up holy hands, 
without wrath and doubting. In like 
manner also, that women adorn them- 
selves in modest apparel, with shame- 
facedness and sobriety; not with broided 
hair, or gold, or pearls, or costly array.” 
In 1 Peter 3:3, 4, the same subject is 
taken up when Peter says, ‘““Whose adorn- 
ing let it not be that outward adorning 
of plaiting of the hair, and of wearing 
of gold, or of putting on of apparel; But 
let it be the hidden man of the heart, 
in that which is not corruptible, even 
the ornament of a meek and quiet spirit, 
which is in the sight of God of great 
price.” 

Nothing is said in either of the pas- 
sages quoted about rouge, lipstick, or 
other make-up, but to switch back to 
the first passage, 1 Tim. 2:10, we have 
these words, “But (which becometh wom- 


en professing godliness) with good 
works.” It might be well for the read- 
er to notice these particular quotations; 
namely, modesty, apparel, shamefaced- 
ness and sobriety, women professing 
godliness, and the ornament of a meek 
and quiet spirit. Let us add to these 
scriptures a message from John, 1 John 
3:1, “Behold, what manner of love the 
Father hath bestowed upon us, that we 
should be called the sons of God: there- 
fore the world knoweth us not, because 
it knew him not.” We may offer as a 
good reason that the world does not know 
the child of God is that, according to 
the prayer of Jesus, St. John 17:16, “they 
are not of the world even as I am not 
of the world.” If the child of God fol- 
lows closely after the Spirit of God, it 
is believed that he or she will know how 
to dress as becometh holiness. 

Question: Won’t you explain for us 
in the Question Box Isa. 53:2, especially 
the last clause, “‘tand when we shall see 
him, there is no beauty that we should 
desire him”? We greatly appreciate your 
Question Box and enjoy it.—H. W. C. 

Answer: The entire 53d chapter of 
Isaiah is a prophecy of Christ. It was 
from this chapter that the eunuch was 
reading when Philip instructed him in 
the way more perfectly. See Acts 8:32, 
33, and Isa. 53:7, 8. It was from this 
scripture that Philip preached to him 
that Jesus was the Christ. The verse and 
clause referred to in the 53d chapter of 
Isaiah has reference to the marred visage 
of Jesus as He was beaten, and the crown 
of thorns pressed upon His brow, caus- 
ing the blood to run down over His face. 
Jesus had thus become so marred until 
there was nothing about His looks to be 
desired. It is through His sacrifice and 
suffering, and not His beauty, that He 
appeals to men through this sacrificial 
death that “he bare the sin of many, and 
made intercession for the transgressors,” 
isa. $3312.

the end of a dark, unlighted street, mud- 
dy from continuous rains. We picked our 
way by flashlight to a large private 
home, made of poles and palm leaves. Here 
some fifty people gathered under the 
leadership of a group which had broken 
off from our former connections in Mex- 
ice and formed an independent church. 
They seemed very much pleased with our 
visit, our songs and sermon, and espe- 
cially with our explanation of the faith 
and purpose of the Church of God in 
Mexico. They agreed to join forces with 
us in our battle for a clean-cut, God-in- 
spired, Spirit-filled movement in Mexico. 

Eight o’clock in the morning found us 
twenty mes down the road at the edge 
of a wide bridgeless and ferryless river, 
which, they informed us, was the limit 
of touring car travel in those parts. On- 
ly special constructed trucks with special 
made, extra hgh wheels, ever forded the 
river, and these only to carry freight on 
down the valley. But we had business for 
the King. We never laid claims to being 
a mechanic. If the car runs we can drive 
it. If it stops we can only sit and won- 
der why in the world it should do that. 
But we had sense enough to remove the 
fan belt to stop the fan from throwing 
water, and to cover the distributor com- 
pletely with—my son’s shirt. After 
watching the only truck of the day pick 
its way by a down stream, circling route 
across the river and pull up on the steep 
bank opposite, some hundred yards dis- 
tant, we took the wheel in hand and our 
hearts in our mouth and _ plunged in. 
Swift water quickly plunged over the 
running board and into the floor of our 
’33 Cheve, the wheels bounced over large 
round, loose boulders, but we lunged 
steadily forward. We had carefully 
watched the course of the truck and the 
depth of the river, and figured that if 
the water didn’t get into the distributor, 
we could make it. And we d‘d make it! 
After a minute that seemed like eternity, 
the car leaped triumphantly up the steep 
bank, amid cheers from the passengers on 
the truck which had waited to watch, 
and to help if needs be, and amidst deep 
loud sighs of relief on the part of one 
weary but happy Church of God mis- 
sionary. But had we known what lay 
ahead we would never have had the cour- 
age to brave the river. The high-wheeled 
trucks following the single-rut-ox-cart 
road, had cut deep ruts and holes in the 
clay soil. These had filled with water 
from the tropic rains, until numerous 
times as our car bounced and plunged 
through these long, deep mud holes, the 
center would suddenly drag, the wheels 
would spin, and there we would sit. Some 
six or eight times we were pushed out 
by swarms of passing Indians. This 
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wasn’t such hard work, for all I had to do — 


was to sit in the car and spin the wheels 
and throw mud all over the poor Indians. 
But these sturdy, barefoot men of the soil 
seemed to enjoy it, and especially enjoyed 
the small sums I would give them when 
we were out of the hole. Exactly ten 
times in the eighteen miles we were pulled 
out by teams of huge oxen. But always 
we moved forward. Why didn’t we go 
around the mud holes? Because it would 
have taken half a day to cut a path 
through the thick brush and large trees 
that lined the road, had we an ax, and 
we didn’t have an ax. 

About two in the afternoon we swung 
into a huge plantation of banana trees 
and came upon a group of large, high- 
roofed huts, our stop for the night. 
Brother Negrete, of Mexico City, one of 
our pastors, and founder of this work, 
had gu'ded us safely to the haven of rest 
and we received a heavenly welcome, for 
these precious Christians found it a rare 
pleasure to have a visit of brethren from 
the outside world. A chicken was quickly 
dispatched into wherever chicken heaven 
is, and the earthly rema‘ns were cast into 
a pot. How clean I do not know, I was 
too hungry to ask. A large banana tree, 
which grows to an average height of 
some thirty-five feet in this rich tropical 
soil, was cut to beyond the center of its 
watery fiber stalk in one swift blow of 
the three-foot-long knives carried by all 
natives, and as the tall plant sagged earth- 
ward the sixty-pound bunch of bananas 
at the top was caught, a quantity of tree-
